SAYSPEOPLESHOULD 


Boston Man Advoc Advocates Public 


Leaves Tariff Revision to Successor, Predicts Early Ownership as Remedy for 
Opening of Canal, and Deplores One Battleship 
a Year Policy as Inadequate to Needs 


Washington.—President Taft will 
make. no further effort to have Con- 
gress reduce the tariff. In a “gene- 
ral’ message to Congress yesterday 
the President clearly indicated his 
intention of leaving further tariff re- 
vision to Mr. Wilson and the: Con- 
gresg just elected. 

“Now that a new Congress has been 
elected on a platform of tariff for 
revenue only rather than a protec- 
tive tariff and is to revise the tariff 
on that basis,’ said the President, 
‘it is needless for me to occupy the 
time of Congress with arguments or 
recommendations in favor of a pro- 
tective tariff.’ 

This message, the second submitt- 
ed by the President since the present 
session began, will be his last of a 
general character. It dealt with every 
department of the government except 
the State Department, recommended 
Mmiuch of the legislation which Mr. 
Taft previously had urged upon the 
attention of Congress and took up 
and discussed at length several sub- 
jects comparatively new, 

Mr. Taft came out strongly against 
independence for ihe Philippines, pro- 
posed, he said, in a bill now before 
Congress. 

He deprecated the new policy of 
one battleship a year instead of two 
and indorsed again the scheme of cur- 
rency reform proposed by the Na- 
tional Monetary Commission. 

Conservation was lightly touched, 
the President recommending the 
amendment of bills now before Con- 
gress so that water power companies 
which dam navigable rivers will con- 
tribute to the improvement of these 
streams. 

He declared that no radical change 
in the Sherman anti-trust law was 
needed and praised the Supreme 
Court for its recently announced 
changes in rules of equity procedure. 
In thig connection the President ask- 
ed Congress to pass legislation which 
would allow the Supreme Court to 
formulate rules of procedure under 


——— the common law in federai courts, 


and predicted that such action would 
facilitate justice in those courts and 
reduce the cost of litigation to the 
public.

RAILWAYS 


Scope of Adamson Bill is 
Broadened and House 
Passes Measure 


Legislation Has Been Urged by 
Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission 


Wasuington—Amended to authorize a 
complete investigation into the ques- 
ton 6f stock and bond issues of inter- 
state carrier corporations, the b ll by 
Representative Adamson empowering 
the interstate commerce commission to 
make a physical valuation of the prop- 
erty of railroads and other common 
carriers, was passed by the house with- 
out a dissenting vote. 

The measure, asked for by the inter- 
state commerce commission, would pro- 
vide for a far-reaching inquiry with a 
view of having ra‘lroad rates fixed on 
the basis of income on actual invest- 
ment. 

It would authorize the employment 
of engineers and other experts with 
power to summon witnesses and take 
testimony, to make an inventory list- 
ing in detail the property of every 
state carrier. The investigators would 
be directed to investigate the original 
cost for railway purposes of each piece 
of property, the cost and vaiue to the 
present owner ‘and what increase in 
value is due toimprovement. All-ques- 
tions relating to bond and stock issues 
of such carriers would be inquired into 
and reported upon. 

The amendment adopted provides 
that the proposed investigation by the 
commission’s experts shall ‘‘cover, so 
far as practicable, questions pertain- 
ing to the issuance of stocks and bonds 
by common carriers, subject to the 
provisions of this aet and the power of 
congress to regulate or affect the same, 
and particularly methods to prevent 
the issuance of stocks and bonds by 
such corporations without full value 
be ng received therefor.’’

Washington—'rhe Sherman anti-trust 
law is proving its adequacy as a civil 
statute and there is no necessity for 
the much discussed proposed amend- 
meat particularizing unlawful practices 
in restraint of trade, according to 
Geotge W. Wickersham, attorney gen- 
eral of the United States, in his annual 
report to congress. |

the home army will be nothing more 
than a “skeleton”’ until Congress pro- 
vides that it be concentrated in fewer 
posts than are now maintained. He 
urged also the passage of another bill 
now before Congress designed to raise 
quickly a volunteer army in case of 
war. 

President Taft did not approve the 
proposal for immediate autonomy for 
the Philippines and independence in 
eight years, as proposed in a bill 
pending in Congress. 

“In the Philippine Islands we have 
embarked upon an experiment unpre- 
cedented in dealing with dependent 
people,’’ said President Taft. ‘‘We 
are developing there conditions exclu- 
‘sively for their own welfare. Through 
the unifying forces of a common edu- 
cation, of commercial and economic 
development, and of gradual parti¢i- 
cipation in local self-government, we 
are endeavoring to evolvé’a homo- 
geneous people fit to determine, when 
the time arrives, their own destiny. 
We are seeking to arouse a national 
spirit and not, ag under the older col- 
onial theory, to support such a spirit. 
But our work is far from done. Our 
duty to the Filipinos is far from des- 
charged.” 

For educational, sanitary and polit- 
ical reasons the President said this 
country should not consent to grant 
independence at this time. 


torney general does not pass judgment 
upon the efficacy of the anti-trust act 
as a criminal statute. 

‘*Il am strongly of the opinieén,’’ says 
Wickersham, that the advocacy of the 
amendments of the law which shall 
particularize different acts as consti- 
tuting unlawful restrains or attempts 
at monopoly has its origin, not so much 
with those who desire the enforcement 
of the law as with those who are anx- 
ious to secure a safe means of its 
evasion. An enumeration by statute 
of the different practices which, in and 
out of themselves, without regard to 
the circumstances of particular cases 
should be declared illegal will either 
go too far or not far enough.’’ 

The attorney general announces his 
intention of soon filing suits in equity 
against the Southern Pacific Railroad 
compary and others for the recovery 
of vast areas of petroleum-bearing 
lands in California, said to be worth 
more than $500,000,000. The legisla- 
tion under which the patents were 
granted to the riailroad company, he 
says, excepted mineral lands othe 
than iron or coal lanas. The railroad 
company contends, according to the at- 
torney general, that the exceptions in 
the patents are void. 


DREIBUND RENEWAL 
INTERPRETED AS A 
WARNING TO RUSSIA 


London, Dee. 8,—The circumstance 
of the renewal of the Dreibund six 
months before the necessity arose to 
give notice of its renewal or that it 
had expired, is considered to have 
special reference to the Balkan prob- 
lem.

Federal Aid to Navigation Asked by 
Delegates to National Water- 
ways Congress 


Washington—Mayor Fitzgerald of 
Boston made the declaration in an ad- 
dress here before the National Rivers 
and Harbors congress that the United 
States should own the coal mines of 
the country. Hedid not agree, how- 
ever, with Senator Townsend of Michi- 
gan, who had preceded him, that it 
might be well for the federal govern- 
ment to take possession of dock sites 
on rivers improved by the government, 
in order to keep railways from pre- 
venting water. competition. % 

‘I would be in favor,’’ said Mayor 
Fitzgerald, ‘‘of having the municipality 
or the state and the federal govern- 
ment cooperate in the control of dock 
sites, but I think the local authority 
should have some say.”’ 

The railroads of the country cannot 
carry all the business, the mayor said, 
and should have plenty of water com- 
petition. He declared that on $30,000, - 
000 worth of coal Boston had paid 
$70,000,000 in transportation charges 
and that something should be done to 
improve these conditions. 

All waterways to which sufficient 
commerce is tributary should be im- 
proved at the federal expense, said 
Senator Townsend, and at the same 
time the question of water power as 
well as navigation should be considered 
to help defray the expense of. improve- 
ment. He declared that when there 
was competition between a railway 
and a boat line, the former should not 
be allowed to make rates over any part 
of its lines lower than compensatory 
to destroy competition. 

Dock privileges, he said, should be 
open to all and should be owned either 
by the municipality or by the federal 
government. 

C. W. Hodson of Portland, Or., said 
the solution of the river improvement 
problem was to reach the ear ot the 
voters, for congressmen are ‘‘amenable 
only,’’ he asserted, ‘‘to the man behind 
the ballot.’’ 

When Senator-elect Joseph E. Rans- 
dell of Louisiana brought his gavel 


down in formally opening the ninth 
annual convention of the National 
Rivers and Harbors congress, he faced 
more than a thousand delegates from 
throughout the United States and 
Canada. 

President Taft was the first speaker 
formally to welcome the enthusiasts 
for rivers and harbors improvement.

ATTACKED 


British Ambassador at Wash- 


ington Formally Files 
Protest 


- Washington, Dec. 10.—Great Brit- 
ain’s formal note of protest against 
that section of the Panama canal act 
which exempts American coastwise 
shipping from payment of tolls for 
passing through the Panama canal, a 
document written by Sir Edward Grey, 
British minister of foreign affairs, was 
presented to Secretary Knox last night 
by the British ambassador, James 


Bryce, who read the note to the sec- | 


retary at the latter’s home. It is an 
elaboration of the points of objection 
in the note presented to the state de- 
partment last July. 

In brief, these are the objections : 
That while it was clearly in violation of 
the Hay-Pauncefote treaty either to 
remit or refund tolls on all American 
shipping using the canal, the same ob- 
jection probably would apply. té the 
coastwise trade shipping in view of the 
probable impossibility of framing reg- 
ulations that would not result in a 
preference to American shipping. 

In addition to supporting these points 
by long arguments, Sir Edward Grey 
indicates clearly that strong resistance 
will be offered to any attempt to ex- 
elude from the canal British ships 
owned by Canadian railroads, or whose 
owners may be guilty of violating the 
Sherman anti-trust act. He holds that 
this section uf the act cannot apply to 
British shipping, but only to United 
States vessels. 

The British note might be summed 
up as a definitionof the difference be- 
tween the two governments reyarding 
the construction of the Hay-Pauncefote 


treaty, winding up with a proposal that 
the issues be settled. by arbitration, if 
they cannot be adjusted by mutual 
agreement, for which a way remains 
open.

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CANYON SCENE 


T is proposed to set aside 72 
square miles of the Painted Des- 
ert of Arizona as a national mon- 
ument, under the provisions of 
the Lacey ‘act, that it may for- 
ever remain in its present condition 
for the enjoyment of the people. The 
locality it is desired to thus distin- 
guish is in Apache county, beginning 
nine miles north of Adamana station. 
A recent railroad survey runs through 
the district. When this line is built 
it is believed that the locality, which 
is now little known and not often vis- 
ited,. will become one of the famous 
scenic wonderlands of the southwest. 

There is no mere vague and indefi: 
nite term in American: geography 
than “The Painted Desert.” The ap 
pellation was invented by the early 
Spanish explorers, who applied the 
term “El Pintado Desierto” to any 
stretch of multi-colored sad lands, but 
never attempted to confine ft to any 
‘particular locality. 

On some maps the Painted Desert 
is indicated as a narrow strip of ter- 
ritory bordering the Little Colorado 
river; but this is open to the objec- 
tion that there are at least a score of 
desert stretches of equal or greater 
extent, with hues as gorgeous. George 
Wharton Jams defines the Painted 
Besert region as extending from the 
Rio Grande to the Salton sea, and 
from southern Utah to _ northern 
Mexico. By no means all of this 
vast region is desert in character, 
and much of its desert expanse con- 
sists of mere stretches of neutral- 
colored sands; but the essential con- 
ditions of color and barrenness exist 
at intervals throughout the whole re- 
gion, writes John L. Cowan in the 
Philadelphia Sunday Record. ~ 

Transcontinental travelers obtain 
tantalizing hints of the greater glories 
that lie beyond the car window per- 
spective in the fantastic red rock for- 
mations, with here and there a cliff 
of coal black lava, or an extinct vol- 
canic cone, that are visible nearly the 
whole way from the Rio Grande to 
the Colorado river. It inéludes the 
tawny cliffs of Pajarito park, the 
Mesa Emantada, the imposing rocks 
and cliffs of the Acoma country, the 
dazzling desolatioin of the white 
sands, the petrified forest, the hay- 
stacks, the Gila, Salt River and Hassa- 
yampa valleys, Canyon de Chelly, Can. 
yon Diablo and the Grand canyon of 
the Colorado, -the green slopes of the 
San Francisco peaks, the purple Su- 
perstition mountains, the Mogollons 
and the Panamint, Funeral and Cali- 
co ranges, with the grisly depths of 
Death Valley. 

Where the Desert Blooms. 

Parts of this vast Painted Desert 
region are as fertile as any of the 
world’s garden spots. It is crossed 
or bordered by the Rio Grande, the 
Colorado, the Virgin, the Hassayampa 
and a score of other streams. It is 
crossed hy the Continental Divide, 
and some of the noblest pine forests 
remaining in America are within its 
itmits. It is creased, in places, by 
irrigation canals, and dotted with 
ruined cities and cliff homes and iso- 
lated dwellings of peoples who lived, 
loved, suffered, fought and died so 
long ago that no legend or tradition 
80 much as preserves their. names. 
It is the home of the Pueblo, the 
Navajo, the Apache and the Mohave 
tribes of Indians; and the abiding 
place of the horned toad, the Gila 
monster, the tarantula, the centipede 
and the rattlesnake. Here and there 
are wastes of burning, dun-colored 
‘sand, that stretch away to the hori- 
zon’s rim; and yonder are the ruins 
of Paradise, or the battlefields of war- 
ring gods—chaotic bad lands, upon 
which the Master Painter of the uni-

verse has spread a divine harmony o! 
color. 

In some of these painted desert 
sketches and coloring is as rich ae | 
that of the Grand canyon; and the 
prospect, if less sublime, is more 
varied and of softer aspect. THe view | 
is limited only by the power of hu 
man vision. The winds and storm: 
and rushing waters of ages have 
chiseled basalt, sandstone and clay 
into images, monuments, towers 
spires, minarets, pagodas, temples 
flying buttresses and a_ thousand 
nameless fantastic forms. Irrespec 
tive of the colorings, these Painted 
Desert bad lands deserve to rank 
among the scenic wonders of the 
southwest. Yet the coloring 4s the 
greatest wonder of all. Here may. be 
seen a red wall 500 feet high and 100 
miles long. Facing it may be a coa! 
black mess of hardened lava, rising 
from a valley floor of snowy alkali 
From any vantage point one may sur 
vey a glowing landscape that shows a 
score of shades of pink, gray, green 


red, cholocate, carmine, mauve, brown 
and yellow.

from the rim of Deadriver canyon. To 
describe the vista from this point is 
as hopeless an undertaking as for an 
enamored youth to describe the 
charms of his lady love. As far as 
the eye can carry is a succession of 
buttes, terraces and castellated hills, 
painted with almost the glory of the 
rainbow. Pervading all is the mystic, 
purple southwestern haze (due to the 
impalpable dust of the desert) that 
would blend chaos itself into a har 
monious land of. enchanted dreams. 
Off to the northwest is a black flat. 
topped mesa, beyond which lies the 
land of the Hopi Indians. At one’s 
feet is the sandy, boulder-strewn riv. 
er, whose healing flow ceased ages 
ago, perhaps when this gorgeous 
desolation was green with tropic 
vegetation and melodious with the 
songs of birds. From ‘the parched 
wastes rise shimmering heat waves, 
invisible undulations, so that one in. 
voluntarily shrinks from the descent 
into the canyon, as into a flery fur 
nace. 

However, it really is not as hot as 
the imagination leads one to antici: 
pate. A circuitous path leads to the 
bottom of the canyon, over glittering 
beds of gypsum and thick~ deposits 
of migeral paint. Near the bottom 
the edge of a vast deposit of silicified 
wood is reached. This is not the 
famous Petrified Forest (which is 
about 15 miles south), but in many 
respects it is not less wonderful. 
Officially it is known as the North 
Sigillaria Forest. Here the petrified 
tree trunks are not agatized, as in 
the more famous deposits farther 
south, and the amazing coloring that 
distinguishes the petrified wood in 
the latter locality is wanting. 

For hours one may wander through 
a labyrinth of winding gorges, around 
titanfe monuments and over distorted 
buttes and crazy hills, until the mind 
becomes puzzied and confused with 
the endless variety of form, and until 
the eye is surfeited and weary with 
the dazzling succession of tints and 
colors. Yet one may follow this little 
strip of the Painted Desert for a hun- 
dred miles, seeing something new and 
wonderful with. almost every rod. 
And this fs but a patch of the Painted 
Desert, no more wonderful in its aus- 
tere beauty and weird charm than a 
score of other patches of equal or 
greater extent. 7
